.Many  Distinguished  Spoakers  and  Hero 
Educators  Expressed  Their  Ideas  on 
Modern  Problems  Facing  Schools. 


Large  attoiulnncc,  beautiful  weather, 
and  an  interesting  program  characteriz¬ 
ed  the  twelfth  annual  mooting  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  Toachcrs  Associa¬ 
tion  and  Homecoming  at  the  Collcgo, 
O.et6borf24  and.  25. 

A  crowd  of  teachers  and  formor  stud¬ 
ents  estimated  at  more  than  fourteen 
hundred  was  in  Maryville  to  attond  the 
mootings  and  to  seo  the  Bearcats  nose 
out  St.  Benedict’s  Eavons  by  a  score 
of ,  7  to  6. 

Classwork  at  tlio  College  was  practic¬ 
ally  suspended  as  a  largo  number  of 
students  and  faculty' membors  attonded 
the  lectures.  Speakers  came  from  a  num¬ 
ber  of  colleges  and  universities  through¬ 
out  the  Middle  AVest  to  take  part  in  the 
program.  Two  speakers,  Charles  A.  Leo 
and  Dean  Nealo  of  the  University  of 
Missouri  came  to  Maryville  by  aero¬ 
plane.  . 

Chief  among  the  social  activities 
which  were  a  part  of  the  program  was 
an  alumni  dinner,  sponsored  by  the 
Northwest  Missouri  Alumni  Association. 
The  dinner  was  held  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Administration  Building  at.  six 
o’clock,  Thursday,  October  24. 

Other  activities  of  a  social  nature 
included  an  “M”  Club  banquet  and 
-dance,  sponsored  by  the  Club;  teas,  serv- 
.  od  by  members  of  the  AT.  W.  C.  A.  and 
the  Writer’s  Club;  and  a  banquot  hold 
by  tlje  members  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Hickory  Stick,  an  organization  of  tcach- 
■ers  and  •  supervisors  who  are  former

Past-President 
of  Association 
Gives  Address 


Miss  Irene  O’Brien  Tolls  Group  at 
District  Meeting  That  tho  Country 
Teaching  Job  Is  Worth  While. 


Since  my  teaching  experience  was, 
principally  in  the,  country  and  since  I 
linvo  worked  with  rural  pooplo  ns  coun¬ 
ty  superintendent  and  as  supervisor,  I 
am  quite  convinced  that  tho -country 
job  is  worth  while.  I  hopo  that,  ns  a 
result  of  my  effort^  today,  tlioso  of  you 
who  may  bo  discouraged  and  wlio  may 
bo  saying  to  yourself  that  you  afo  go¬ 
ing  to  got  a  ‘better  position,’  may  sec 
tho  wortli-whileness  of  your  job. 

Iii  T924  C.  L.  Galpin,  fronl  tho  Do¬ 
partmont  of  Agriculture  mado  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement  before  tho  N:  E.  A.: 
"Tho  greatest  unsolved  educational 
problem  is  tho  rural  school.” 

I  read  in  tho  Rural  School  Journal 
in  an  article  by  Ruth  M.  Johnston  tho 
following  statement,  "Books  have  been 
written,  tracts  and  pamphlets  have 
been  written  but  nothing  has  been 
done”  about  tho  rural  school. 

I  am  reminded  of  tho  colored  man 
who  said  "folks  talk  an  awful  lot 
about  tho  weather  but  nobody  doos 
anything  about  it.” 

If  wo  follow  the  reports  of  the  N. 
E.  A.,  we  find  that  thero  is  a  general 
feeling  that  the  rural  problem  is  a  real 
one.

•  A  WORD  TO  THE  WISE  | 

(From  the  Weekly  News  Review) 

One  hears  now  and  then  of  a  student 
who  boasts  'that  he  has  taken  a  course 
throughout  a  term  without  opening  his 
textbook  and  that  he  has  received  a 
good  grade.  Such  a  feat  is  no  doubt 
unusual,  hut  in  the  case  of  a  bright 
student,  it  is  not  at  all  impossible.  Nor 
is  the  joke  on  tlie  teachers. There  is 
a  great  difference  in  tho- capacities  of 
the  various  students  in  a  largo  class. 
If  the  work  is  light  enough  so  that  the 
lesB  gifted  members  of  the  group  can 
make  fair  marks  with  honest  applica¬ 
tion,  it  is  of  such  nature  that  tho  mqro 
competent  students  may  do  very  well 
without  consistent  effort,  provided  they 
are  alert  during  tho  class,  discussions. 
If  tho  better .  students  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  slacken  tlieir  pace, 
the  teacher  is  not  responsible,  hut  a 
heavy  load  of  responsibility  rests  up¬ 
on  tho  individual  who  cliaases  tho  re¬ 
laxation’  of  the  loafer.  If  lie  is  satis¬ 
fied  'to  cut  down  hie  effort  so  that  ho 
will  come  out  at  tho  end  along  side  his 
duller  companions  he  is  morcly  iron: 
ing  out  the  difforonco  between  him¬ 
self  and- them  by  failing  to  exert  him¬ 
self  so  that  ho  will  stand  out  in  a  su¬ 
perior.  position  ho  is  throwing  away  the 
chance  to  excel  which  naturo  lias  bo- 
stowed  upon  him.  Tho  fruit '  of  his 
shiftlcssness  may  ho  only  mediocrity. 
But  what  is  worse  than  that  a  boy  or 
girl,  endowed  with  gifts  of  leadership; 
should  Squander  so  rich  a  heritage? 
What  more  pitiful  spectacle  docs  a 
school  board  afford  than  that  of  a  stu¬ 
dent  with  a  finely  equipped  intellect 
who  follows  when  ho  might  lead.  Who 
is  satisifod  with  "getting  by,”  when 
he  might  win  for  himself  a  placo  of 
honorable  distinction? 

Tobacco  and  Athletics 
By  L.  E.  Eubanks 

I  know  a  great  deal  about  cigarettes, 
from  experience  as  well  as  from  obser¬ 
vation  and  study.  Also,  I  am  an  ath¬ 
lete  and  physical  culturist  and  have 
known  ntblotoB  of  many  kinds  all  my 
life.  Therefore,  when  I  Bay  that  smok¬ 
ing  is  one  of  the  worst  things  an  ath¬ 
lete  can  do,  l  am  positive  of  it.  Mod¬ 
ern  medical  science,  too,  declares  tho 
harmfnlness  of  tobacco  and  repeatedly 
points  out  tho  damage  resulting  from 
using  it  not  only  to  athletes  but  oth¬ 
ers.  Smoking  is  not  good  for  any  ath¬ 
lete  as  it  interferes  with  deep  breath¬ 
ing. 

People  who,  try  to  eonvinco'' mo  thftt 
smoking  is  all  right  for  athletes  seem 
to  forgot  that  both  persons  and  gamou 
differ  widoly.  Occasionally  one  may 
find  smokors  wlio  have  made  remark¬ 
able  records,  hut  nearly,  always  it  iB 
found  that  they  were  above  the  average 
in  natural,  constitutional  strength — 
power  of  resistance  to  harmful  influ¬ 
ence — that  their  athletic  specialty  did 
not  require  as  much  endurance  as  oth¬ 
er  sports.  ' 

Wc  who  contend  that  tobacco  does 
hurt  the  athlete  could  find  the  other 
extreme — a  hoy,  naturally  frail,  who 
has  taken  up  loug  distance  running  and 
smokes  excessively.  Certainly  he  is 
a  miserable  failure. 

Cigarette  smoking  does  hurt  all  those 
who  indulge  in  it.  The  logical  and 
fair  way  to  ascertain  the  effeot  on  any 
person  is  for  that  person  to  stop  the 
habit  and  keep  his  life  in  all  other  re¬ 
spects  exactly  as  it  was  when  he  smok¬ 
ed.  But  lje  fair  in  thisj  you  need  not 
expoet  .  any  Improvement  (yen  may 
eyen  note  a  loss  of  ability  at  first)'  un¬ 
til  you  have  so  mastered  the  habit  that 
it  no  longer  worries  you.  Just  hang 
on  , to  your  determination  to  quit,  and 
later  ^hen  you  are.  , normal  physically 
and  mentally,  you  will  find  bur  ath¬ 
letic  prowem  very  -  greatly  improved.

It  nhvnys 
"got”  my  logs  in  pnrticulnr,  and  n 
football-player  Ims  to  have  good,  under¬ 
pinning.  Strong  legs  nro  roquired  not 
only  for  running,  pushing  and  kicking, 
hut  for  tho  crouching  position  and 
vigorous,  speedy  push-offs.  Tho  weak¬ 
ness  caused  by  cignrpttcs  is  ns  much 
nervous  ns  niusctilnr,  and  ono  of  tho 
hardest  things  for  tho  cigrtrotto  vic¬ 
tim  to  do  is  to  maintain  for  any  longtli 
of  timo  such  a  position  ns  various  foot¬ 
ball  formations  require. 

I  nhvnys  noticed  a  slight  chest  sore¬ 
ness,  probably' from  tho  inhalation  of 
smoke,  nnd  during  those  years  whilo 
I  smoked,  I  preferred  to  bo-liit  in  the 
noso  whon  boxing  than  in  the  chest. 
To  bo  "straight-armed”  in  n  football 
gnmo  hurt  mo  hours  after. 

Another  point  of  which  I  would  ro-j 
mind  you  is  that  some  of  tho  offccts 
of  cignrottes  nro  indirect — that  is,  ns 
they  modify  athletic  ability,  they  some¬ 
times  hurt  a  fellow’s  nerves  or  his  sight, I 
whilo  seeming  not  to  affect  his  body 
at  all.  Now  you  know,  when  you  think 
about  it  an  athlete  must  liavo  firm| 
nerves;  if  smoking  did  not  cut  your 
■wind  at  all,  nervousness  would  tiro  you 
out  in  a  long  contest  before  fatigue  wns 
really  duo.  Any  nervous  strain  is  far 
more  exhausting  than  one  of  muscular 
naturo;  it  "gets”  an  athlete  very  quick¬ 
ly,  and  in  a  way  that  leaves  a  harmful 
effect — ho  feels  fagged  much  longer 
than  from  normal"  muscular  fatigue. 

Eyes  suffer  from  cigarettes.  Within 
two  weeks  after  quitting  I  noticed  im¬ 
provement.  I  was  boxing  a  great  deal  at 
tho  time,  and  it  requires  strong,  stoady 
oyes.  If  I  had  never  received  any  other 
eyes.  If  I  had  never  rocoived  any  other 
alono  would  amply  repay  me  for  having 
entirely  quit  the  use  of  tobacco. — The 
Target.
